company to become lessees and join 
managers of Buckeye Lake and Idle 
wilde parks for the coming 
season 


Although th'e details of the plans o 
Managers Johnson and Cochran havi 
not been sufficiently decided upon to 
be given publicity at this early date 
they wUl be announced in the 
verj 


near future. 


The agreement 
between the loca 


men and the traction companj was 
reached after several months of con- 
sideration and the peculiar feature of 
the announcement of the plans is the 
fact that Messrs. Johnson and Coch 
ran became interested in the matter 
while engaged in using their effort 
in behalf of 
another man. 
It was 


learned that the party in 
question 


could not fill the position for various 
reasons and it was at this time that 
the traction 
company solicited the 


present managers to take up the mat- 
ter themselves.

officials 


stated at that time that 
a Newark- 


man would be given the contract if 
possible and urged Messrs. Johnson 
and Cochran to consider It.

In 
a few months one is more than equip- 
ped for the voyage to New York. 


One has only to keep sober and know 


how to save money in order to make 
such a journey around the world with 
entire success.

In fact, the jour- 
neyman .must be well dressed and 
must present a good appearance, to get 
on.
